Nearly  3,000  prisoners  were  taken  by  the  Italians  on  the 
Piave  and  mountam  front  yesterday. 

The  text  of  the  statement  reads:

"During  yesterday  the  valUnt 
troops  of  the  third  army,  having 
obliged  the  last  rear  guard  of  the  en- 
emy to  surrender,  eempletely  re-occu- 
pied the  right  bank  of  the  Piave.  cap- 
turing ISO  oacera  and  1.C07  of  other 
I  ranks.

kHO  OF  GOOD  SPEED 


Further  Story  Told  of  Sinking 
of  Large  British  Steamer- 
Navy  Department  Has  No 
Information, 


NORFOLK,  Va.,  June  26.— Reports 
of  tho  presence  of  a  fast  and  heavily 
armed  German  raider  in  West  In- 
dian waters  were  brought  here  to- 
day by  masters  of  vessels  arriving 
from  Central  and  South  America. 
The  ijhip  is  said  to  be  of  the  crulHer 
t3rpe.  with  a  rakish  build  and  clean 
lines. 

The  raider  first  made  her  appear- 
ance 200  miles  east  of  Hamilton, 
Bermuda,  where  she  Is  reported  to 
have  sunk  a  large  British  steamship. 
Two  American  merchant  ships  were 
shelled,   but    managed   to   escape. 

The  fact  that  the  raider  made  no 
effort  to  attack  at  least  two  vessels 
which  sighted  her  led  the  capUlns  to 
believe  that  she  Is  a  "mother  ship" 
for  submarines  wr^eh  recently  were 
operating  off  the'Stlantic  coast. 

The  raider  was  described  by  the 
ship  captain  as  about  270  feet  long 
with  a  speed  of  from  fifteen  to 
twenty  knots  an  hour.  Some  of 
those  who  sighted  the  craft  expressed 
the  belief  that  she  was  a  former  fruit 
steamer  plying  between  the  United 
States  and  Central  America  and  had 
been  captured  and  armed  by  a  sub- 
marine. In  their  opinion  the  vessel 
was  manned  by  some  of  the  seventy 
odd  men  reported  to  have  been  in 
the  crew  of  one  of  the  submersibles. 

It  also  was  said  that  both  the 
British  and  American  na,vles  have 
been  notified  of  the  presence  of  the 
raider.

LONDON.  June  26. — Field  Blarshal 
Haig's  report  from  British  headquar- 
ters In  France  tonight  merely  says 
that  nothing  of  special  Interest  has 
occurred. 

The  day  text  reads: 

"Canadian  troopa  raided  the 
enemy's  trenches  last  night  at  Neu- 
vllle-Vltasae  and  brought  back  22 
prisoners  and  six  cinchine  guns.  .\ 
few  prisoners  and  a  machine  gun 
were  captured  by  us  in  a  socceeslful 
raid  south  of  the   Scarpe. 

"The  hostile  artillery  has  been  ac- 
tive during  the  night  between  Villera- 
Bretonneux  and  Morlancourt,  south 
of  Avion  (In  the  Lens  region),  and 
west  of  Mervllle,  Flanders,  gas  shells 
being  freely  employed." 

PARIS,  June  25. — The  War'  Ofllee  an- 
nouncement   tonight  reads:

ALLEGES  MURDER 
OF  FORMER  CZAR 


COPENHAGEN.  June  25. 
— Russian  Red  Gu^s  have 
broken  into  the  residence  of 
Nicholas  Romanoff,  the  for- 
mer Russian  Emperor,  at 
Ekaterinburp^  and  murdered 
him,  accordmg  to  the  Rus- 
sian newspaper  Vjia,  says  a 
Stockholm  dispatch  to  The 
National  Tidende. 


A  dispatch  received  in 
Berne  on  Saturday  quoted 
The  Zeittmg  am  Mittag  of 
Berlin  as  saying  that  the 
former  Russian  Emperor 
had  been  transferred  from 
Ekaterinbyrg  to  Moscow  for 
safe  keeping..  The  former 
Emperor  and  the  Empress 
and  one  of  their  daughters 
were  transferred  to  Ekater- 
inburg from  Tobolsk  on 
May  4.  Czecho  -  Slovak 
troops  who  have  been  oper- 
ating on  the  Siberian  rail- 
way have  been  reported  in 
the  vicinity  of  Ekaterinburg. 


USE  SUBSTITUTES 
FOR  WHEAT  aOUR 


New  Order  Is  Issued  by  Can- 
ada Food  Board  Requiring 
Admixture  of  Larger  Propor- 
tion in  Bread. 


OTTAWA.  June  26. — Compulsory 
use  by  bakers,  confectioners,  public 
eating  places,  and  private  household- 
ers of  substitutes  for  wheat  flour,  are 
prescribed  in  an  order  issued  today  by 
the  Canada  Food  Board. 

The  order  defines  as  substitutes  for 
wheat  flour,  "pure  and  wholesome 
corn,  oats,  barley,  rye,  buckwheat,  ta- 
pioca or  potato  flour,  bran,  shorts, 
oatmeal,  rolled  oats,  rice,  cornmeal. 
com  starch,  hominy,  rye  meal,  tapioca 
or  any  mixture  of  same  and  potatoea." 

Four  pounds  of  potatoes  would  be 
considered  equivalent  to  one  pound 
of  snbotliutes. 

The  order  provides  that  oiT  and  af- 
ter July  1,  one  pound  -o^  oubotltutes 
must  ho  used  to  every  nine  pounds  of 
standard  wheat  flour. 

On  and  after  July  1.  this  proportion, 
so  far  as  places  east  of  Port  Arthur 
are  concerned,  must  be  increased  to 
one  pound  of  substitutes  to  every  four 
pounds  of  white  or  standard  wheat 
flour.  Quantities  of  substttutei  avail- 
able west  of  Port  Arthur  are  at  pres- 
ent too  uncertain  to  allow  of  a  date 
boing  named  for  an  increase  Oiiuai  to 
that  required  for  Eastern  Canada,  but 
such  Increase  will  be  made  just  as 
soon  as  the  available  supply  of  sub- 
stitutes in  Western  Canada  in  obtain- 
able. 

Oil  and  after  Julv  16,  no  licensed 
dealer  may  legelly  have  in  hia  poa- 
session  for  sale  any  wheat  or  standard 
flour,  unless  he  liaa  also  at  all  times  a 
auff.'cient  stock  of  sutistir.utes  to  meet 
the  demand  of  hts  customers. 

I'ersons  at  points  east  of,  but  nut 
including.  Port  Arthur,  must  purchase 
substitutes  in  the  proportion  of  not 
less  than  one  pound  of  substitutes  to 
two  pounds  of  wheat  or  standard  flour, 
while  persons  West,  and  including 
Port  Arthur,  must  buy  not  less  than 
one  pound  of  subslltutes  to  four 
pounds  of  wheat  or  .iu&ndard  flour. 
Dealers  are  forbidden,  on  and  after 
July  16,  to  sell  flour  unless  substi- 
tutes in  the  proportion  stated,  or  to  a 
greater  proportion,  are  purchased. 

On  and  after  July  16,  every  baker 
must  place  on  each  loaf  of  bread  a 
label  or  sticker  bearing  his  name  and 
address  and  the  words  "Victory 
Bread."  The  latter  expression  will  be 
guarantee  that  the  prescriaed  amount 
of  substitutes  for  staivdard  wheat 
flour  required  by  the  ^Canada  Food 
Board  haVe  been  used  in  making  the 
loaf.  Bread  which  docs  not  bear  such 
labor  or  sticker  may  be  seised. 

The  order  makes  it  an  offence  for 
any  person  to  sell  or  have  in  hia  pos- 
anaalon  any  product  in  which  white  or 
standard  flour  ia  used  which  docs  not 
conform  to  the  requirttments  of  the 
Food  Board.  The  penalty  for  viola- 
tion of /the  new  regulations  is  "a  fine 
of  not  leas  than  $100  and  up  to  tl.OO0, 
or  imprlsonmeiit  for  a  period  of  three 
months,  or  both  Cine  aud  Imprison- 
ment.

LONDON,  June  25. — Earl  Curzon's  sUtement  to  the  "House  of 
Lords  which  led  to  the  general  belief  that  the  Government  had 
dropped  both  home  rule  and  conscription  for  Ireland  and  the  skepti- 
cism of  Baron  Wimborne  as  to  the  discovery  of  an  active  pro- 
German  plof!  have  drawn  more  explanation  of  the  Government  pol- 
icy. Prcj}iier  Lloyd  George  and  the  new  Irish  Secretary,  Edward 
Shortt^  spoke  in  the  House  of  Commons  today  and  left  the  problem 
wher^  it  stood  before  Earl  Curzon's  speech.  Former  Premier  Aa- 
quith  made  the  strongest  score,  judging  from  the  applause  it  received  ^ 
by  renewing  his  proposal  that  the  Imperial  Conference  now  in  ses- 
sion should  try  to  find  a  scheme  for  the  settlement  of  Ireland's  i 
troubles.

Sir  Edward  Carson  made  a  strong 
partisan  speech,  contrasting  the  'oy- 
alty  of  Ulster  with  rebellion  in  south 
Ireland.  He  criticlxed  the  Govern- 
ment's offer  of  land  to  Irish  recruits, 
holding  that  if  Irishmen  were  to  be 
bribed  to  t*ght  similar  rewards  must 
be  given  to  all  noldlers  of  the  Empire 
and  their  dependenta. 

Premier  Lloyd  Qeorge  laid  stress  on 
the  difficulties  the  Irish  troubles  were 
causing  the  American  Government  as 
well  as  the  British  C^evernment. 

Altogether,  it  was  the  tamest  Irish 
debate  of  years,  largely  ^  account 
of  the  absence  of  Irish  Nationalist 
members  from  the  Hobse. 

Sir  Robert  Borden,  the  Csnadian 
Premier,  and  Sir  Horace  Plunkett, 
chairman  of  the  recent  Irish  conven- 
tion, watclied  the  proceedings  from 
the  gallery. 

Consplrocy   Proved 

Mr.  Edward  Shortt.  Chief  Secre- 
tary for  Iroland.  said  he  hep^d  to 
satisfy  the  Hetwe  that  the  German 
plot  in'  Irelar.d  Vras  a  real  and  Im- 
minent dongor  to  thlo  eountry.  Ho 
said  ho  waa  ootlaflod  that  both  the 
clergy  and  the  Nktlonaltots  had  used

Secretary  Shortt. sold  that  the  Oov- 
ernmont  h&d  foui^d  that  Oermany  was 
In  touch  with  Ireland  and  that  not 
only  were  mersages  gdibg  to  Ireland 
from  a  Oerman  source  but  that  they 
were  going  from  Irish  sources  to  Ger- 
many. 

The  collapsible  boat  in  which  the 
man.  who  Is  now  a  prisoner,  landed 
In  Ireland  from  a  submarine,  Mr. 
Shortt  said,  waa  made  of  canvas 
similar  to  that  mado  at  Hanover  be- 
fore tho  war. 

AmmnnKlon  Worn  Snhtharlnrs 

Mr.  Shortt  said  the  Government 
know  that  at  n  eortnin  port  of  Ger- 
many a  large  amount  of  ammunition 
was  loaded  into  a  Oerman  submarine 
and  moreover,  sobmarlneo  had  been 
seen  in  localltieo  where  th««  deetruc- 
tion  of  shipping  could  not  have  been 
their  object.  Mr.  Shortt  said  that 
since  the  Premier  had  jannounced 
the  Government's  policy  with  regard 
to  Ireland  circumstanoea  had  entirely 
changed,  there  being  two  miin  causes 
for  the  change.  The  flrot  and  moat 
far-reaching  cause,  he  said,  was  the 
discovery  of  a  Oerman  plot  in  Ireland 
whleh  ho  had  hoped  ho  weald  bo 
able  to  satisfy  tho  House  was  a  real 
and  immloent  danger  te  tho  country.

Mr.  Shortt  snid  thnt  Sinn  Feinera 
had  been  concerned  in  the  anil-con- 
srriptlon  movoment.  It  had  hoen  de- 
clared that  the  Gorman  plot  waa  a 
bogus  plot  intended  to  injure  If^land. 
bat  he  regretted  te  say  that  there  was 
no  need  for  invention,  for  the  plot 
was  a  fact. 

When  and  Viscount  French  went  to 
Ireland,  Mr.  Shortt  continued,  they 
found  the  reappoaranoe  of  seditious 
propoganda  in  the  form  nf  poems, 
pamphlets  and  notices  posted  on  the 
walla  inciting  the  i>eople  to  aid  any 
Oerman  force  that  might  land  in  the 
country,

DR.  JAMES  DOUGLAS 

PASSES  TO  HIS  REST 

NEW  YORK.  June  S6. — Dr.  JamM 
Dooslaa,  (or  many  ymn  president 
»iia  lately  chairman  of  the  board  •£ 
directors  of  Phelpa,  Dodae  A  Com- 
paay,  copper  mine  owners,  died  at 
his  home  here  today,  aged  SI,  years. 

Dr.  Doualas  was  rated  one  of  the 
roremost  metal  and  mining  authori- 
ties In  the  world.  He  was  also  a  his- 
torian and  writer  of  note,  and  a  phll- 
%nthroplst.  He  was  born  in  Quebec. 
Canada,  and  educated  at  Queen's 
(JnlTsrslty.  Kingston,  Canada.  Com- 
tna  t«  the  United  States  In  ItTS,  he 
wsht  to  PhoenlzTllle,  Pa.,  later  be- 
Qomlaa  Identlfled  with  the  copper  In- 
lustry  at  Arlxona.  New  Mexico  and 
Boaora.  Mexico,  and  the  railroads  of 
the  sovthwest  and  northern  Mexico. 

He  was  in  a  large  measure  respons- 


ible, with  his  early  associates,  the  late 
William  B.  Dodge  and  the  late  D. 
WUIes  James,  who  have  since  been 
succeeded  by  their  sons,  Cleveland  H. 
Dodge  and  Arthur  Curttss  James,  for 
the  development  of  that  region. 

Dr.  Douglas  and  his  associates  also 
controlled  the  Kl  Paso  and  South- 
western Railroad  and  allied  lines,  of 
which  Dr.  Douglas  was  president. 

Petcrboro  Restaarants  C^ose  ' 
PBTBRBORO,  June  S6. — As  a  re- 
sult of  the  restrictions  placml  on  res- 
taurants and  eating  houses  by  the 
Peterboro  city  council,  it  was  impos- 
sible yesterday  to  secure  a  meal  any 
place  outside  of  the  hotels  and  during 
regular  hours.

Chairman  Hurley,  Mr.  Gom- 
pers  and  Others  State  Their 
Views  to  Senate  Committee 
^Secretary  Daniels  Contra. 


WASHINGTON.  June  26. — Imme- 
diate absolute  prohibition  was  vigor- 
ously opposed  b#>fOre  the  Senate 
Agriculture  Committee  today  by  sn 
array  of  witnesws,  including  Chair- 
man Hurley,  of  the  shipping  board: 
Samuel  Qompers,  president  of  the 
American  Federation  of  lAbor,  and 
Percy  H.  Johnson,  vice-president  of 
the  Chemical  National  Bank  of  New 
York,  speaking  for  a  committee  of 
bankers. 

Secretary  Daniels  appeared  as  a 
champion  of  prohibition  and  dted  his 
famous  dry  order  in  the  navy  to  prove 
it  would  not  Interfere  with  effldency. 

Declaring  the  nation  cannot  af- 
ford to  conduct  experlmenta  at  this 
time.  Chairman  Hurley,  of  the  ship- 
ping board,  opposed  absolute  prohi- 
bition. M*-.  Hurley,  answering  many 
questions  by  prohibition  advocates  on 
the  committee,  said  the  chief  labor 
difficulties  in  shipbuilding  had  occur- 
red In  "dry"  territory.  It  was  brought 
out  that  124,2<S  men  are  employed 
at  shipyards  In  prohibition  states  arid 
2»0,167   in   "wet"  territory. 

"We've  got  to  put  all  the  smash 
and  drive  we  have  got  Into  this  war," 
declared  Mr.  Hurley.  •'We've  got  to 
flght,  and  still  light,  with  every 
muscle  straining  and  put  aside  non- 
essential experimenting  if  we  are  to 
wring  victory  from  the  Huns." 

He  said  that  in  his  opinion  there 
would  be  more  risk  connected  with 
prohibition  atlhia  time  than  la  the 
conscription  of  labor,  as  taking  of 
beer  away  from  workmen  would  be 
a  practical  Interference  with  labor. 
He  added:  "I  do  not  want  to  take  any 
chances." 

Percy  H.  Johnston,  vice-president 
of  the  Chemical  National  Bank  of 
New  York,  speaking  for  a  committee 
of  bankers  from  the  principal  cities, 
told  the  committee  that  an  absolute 
prohibition  amendment  forbidding  the 
withdrawal  of  splrlta  from  bond  would 
result  in  financial  catastrophe,  throw- 
ing many  banks  and  thousands  of 
firms  into  bankruptcy. 

Postmaster-Oeneral  Burleson  Joined 
In  expressing  fear  that  prohibition  at 
this  time  might  Interfere  i(lth  the 
prosecution  of  the  war.  He  said  he 
was  not  prepared  to  say  whether  it 
was  necessary  to  conserve  food,  and 
suggested  that  the  committee  confer 
with   the   food   administration. 

Secretary  Daniels  appeared  to  ad- 
vocate prohibition.  He  said  his  dry 
order  in  the  navy  had  resulted  In 
increased  efficiency  and  proved  ita 
value.  "If  you  say  we  have  to  have 
saloons  outalde  the  doors  of  the  navy 
yards  to  Incresse  efficiency  of  the 
workmen,"  he  added,  "you  can  say 
also  it  is  necessary  for  the  men  in 
uniform  to  have  liquor." 

Organised  labor  Is  overwhelmingly 
opposed  to  absolute  prohibition,  and 
to  bring  up  the  question  no^r  Is  to 
"throw  the  apple  of  discord  among 
the  people  of  this  country,"  said 
Samuel  Oompers,  president  of  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor.

Final  Court  of  Appeal  Gives 
Judgment  Disallowing  Cap- 
tain's Claim  for  $100,000 
Lent  to  Westholme  Co. 


VANCOUVER.  B.  C,  June  2B.— 
The  suit  for  $100,000  damages  which 
(Captain  Banbury  uf  the  British  anny 
brought  against  the  Bank  of  Mont- 
real, and  which  has  been  running 
throught  the  courta  in  England  with 
varying  success  (or  some  years,  has 
as  last  been  Anally  been  settled  by 
a  Judgment  of  the  House  cf  Lords, 
which  has  dismissed  Captain  Ban- 
bury's claim.  News  of  the  decision 
was  cabled  to  the  city  today. 

The  case,  though  fought  in  the 
English  courta,  had  great  Interest  lo- 
cally, as  the  scene  of  action  for  the 
basis  of  the  suit  was  laid  In  Vancou- 
ver and  Vlctorta. 

Captain  Banbury,  who  is  a  wealthy 
retired  English  officer,  paid  a  visit 
to  British  Columbia  In  1012,  armed 
with  letters  of  identlflcatlon  from  the 
bank  officials  in  London  and  Mont- 
real to  the  bank  managers  In  British 
Columbia. 

While  here  he  Invested  flOO.OOO  by 
wa^  of  loan  on  mortgage  to  the 
Westholme  Lumber  Co.  to  enable  It 
to  undertake  the  city  of  Victoria  con- 
tract for  the  Sooke  Lake  waterworks 
scheme.  In  the  downfall  of  the- 
Westholme  Company,  Captain  Ban- 
bury's money  was  lost. 

In  his  action  he  alleged  that  he 
had  Invested  the  money  on  the  re- 
commendation of  ihe  lata  Mr.  Gal- 
letly,  manager  of  the  bank  at  Vic- 
toria, and  'formerly  of  the  VancoW!er 
branch  staff.  He  aUio'  alleged  misrep- 
resentation m  regard  to  Onanctal 
soundness  of  the  Westholme  Com- 
pany, the  nature  of  the  secyrlty  he 
was  to  receive  and  the  uses  to  which 
the  money  was  to  be  applied. 

The  bank  In  Ita  defence  denied  all 
liability  in  the  matter,  or  liability  for 
any  sdvlce  which  Mr.  Oalletly  Is  al- 
leged to  have  given.  Ita  contention 
was  that  the  letter  of  Introduction 
was  the  ctistomary  letter  of  Introduc- 
tion which  banks  give  to  clients  who 
are  travelling,  and  contained  nothing 
which  made  the  bank  liable  for  any 
advice  on  Investmenta  which  branch 
managers  might  give.

OF  AUSIRALIANS 


Premier  Hughes  Gives  Impres- 
sive Figures  of  Common- 
wealth's Contributions  on 
Army  and  Navy  Lines, 


LONDON,  June  26.— (Via  Reator's 
Ottawa  Agency). — Striking  figures 
showing  Australia's  great  war  effort 
were  given  by  Premier  Hughes  at  an 
Australian  luncheon  today. 

It  was  shown  that  Australia  had 
enlisted  436,000  soldiers,  and  that 
nearly  330,000  had  been  transporied 
14,000  miles.  Australia  is  alone  or- 
ganised and  paid  for  the  equipment, 
maintenance  and  transportation  of 
this  great  army.  For  the  last  two 
yeara  she  maintained  five  divisions 
In  France,  the  equivalent  of  one 
cavalry  division  In  Egypt  and  Palea- 
tlne  and  kept  up  all  the  cadeta  to 
strength  by  voluntary  enlistment. 

The  Royal  Australian  Navy  exceed^ 
ed  9,000  officers  and  men.  Australta 
bore  the  whole  cost  of  the  Australian 
navy,  which,  during  the  war,  was 
placed  entirely  under  the  control  of 
the  Imperial   naval  authorities. 

SMUGGLING  OF  ARMS 

FOR  SINN  FEINERS 

LONDON,  June  25. — The  selsure  of 
40,000  rounds  of  ammunition  In  the 
Smtthfleld  market  In  Dublin  yester- 
day Is  expected  to  have  developmenta, 
according  to  the  Dublin  correspondent 
of  the  Dally  Mail,  who  says  that  the 
selsure  was  an  Incident  in  an  attempt 
to  smuggle  arms  and  ammunition  into 
Ireland  on  a  large  scale. 

The  first  discovery  of  the  affair 
seems  to  have  been  made  by  the  police 
at  Belfast,  where  a  ship,  whose  name 
is  not  divulged,  arrived  the  latter  pari 
of  last  week,  bringing  a  miscellaneous 
cargo,  among  which  contraband  was 
cleverly  distributed.  The  contraband 
goods  were  consigned  to  various  parte 
of  the  cotmtry. 

It  is  understood  that  in  addition  to 
the  selsure  at  Dublin.  6.000  cartridges 
were  found  In  Belfast  and  other  par-' 
eels  In  Dungannon  and  Portadoara. 
The  Dublin  consignment  was  hidden 
in  sacks  of  oato.  The  conlklgnee  is 
said  to  be  a  brother  of  one  of  the  in- 
terned Sinn  Feiners. 


GREECE  HAS  ARMY 

OF  OVER  200,000  MEN 

PARIS,  June  36. — Greece  will 
shorily  have  more  than  200,000  men 
under  arms,  according  to  a  statement 
given  out  by  the  Greek  Legation  here 
to  The  Matin.  Additional  troops,  be- 
yond this  number,  are  to  be  called  to 
the  colors  soon.  It  Is  added. 

The  good  work  accomplished  by  the 
Hellenic  kingdom  since  ita  entry  into 
the  war  a  year  ago  this  moqth  is  re- 
viewed and  the  accomplishment  of 
Premier  Venlseloa  in  restoring  pub- 
lic confidence  and  effectively  guard- 
ing the  Interesta  of  the  country  is 
pointed  out. 


ARE  NEGOTIATING 

ABOUT  PRISONERS 

WASHINGTON,  June  26. — Germany 
has  been  asked  through  Spanish  di- 
plomatic channels  to  send  represen- 
tatives to  Berne,  Switaerland,  to  meet 
American  repreeentatlves  there  on  Au- 
gust 6  to  discuss  maintenance,  treat- 
ment and  exchange  of  prisoners.  In 
response  to  a  proposal  from  the  State 
Department  the  German  Government 
recently  signified  Ita  agreement  in 
principle  to  such  a  conference. 

The  United  States  also  has  asked 
Germany  to  permit  a  Swiss  cdmmls- 
sioner  to  -visit  German  prison  camps 
to  detormine  what  American  prisoners 
may  be  classed  as  invalids  and  releas- 
ed for  Internment  In  Switserland.  Re- 
ciprocal privileges  ars  promised. 

TROOPS  FROM  U.S. 

FOR  FIGHTING  LINE 

WASHINGTON,  June  2&.^Between 
66  and  70  per  cent  of  the  9-00,000 
American  soldiers  who  have  been 
sent  to  France  are  actual  combat 
troops.  Secretary  Baker  said  today. 

"These  figures  are  necessarily 
rough  estimates,"  he  said.  "Natural- 
ly I  would  not  care  to  deal  with 
speelflc  figures  ln«thls  connection." 

Mr.  Baker  called  attention  to  the 
fact  that  tomorrow  will  be  the  anni- 
versary of  the  landing  of  the  first 
American   division   In    France.

Mr.  Pbrry.  after  dbclarlnc  that  he 
bad  bbt  bontbt  tbo  ConservaUva 
nomination,  said  he  waa  none  the 
lass  proud  to  carry  Ita  banner  In  the 
praaant  cbntebt  and  assured  hta  hear* 
era  tbat  he  waa  in  the  flcht  to  a  fln- 
tah.

Mr.  Rbwaar  bbid  thb  Conaervatlve 
ObVbmment  bad  bcbn  eritieisad  for 
the  lanre  amount  of  leaislation  it  had 
put  thronvh  durinf  iti  term.

LANDSIVIEN  EAGER  TO 
HELP  IHE  SEAFAe 


Distant  Inland  as  Well  as 
Coast  Points  Send  Repre- 
sentatives to  First  Provin- 
cial Navy  League  Meeting. 


Inland  dwellers  as  well  as  seaport 
residents  are  awakening  to  an  active 
appreciation  of  the  work  of  the  navy, 
and  the  part  that  the  man  miles  away 
from  the  "briny"  can  do  to  strengthen 
Britain's  bulwarks.  It  was  apparent 
in  the  reports  of  the  various  branch 
representatives  at  the  first  Provincial 
meeting  of  the  Navy  League  of  Can- 
ada. British  Columbia  Division,  which 
convened  yesterday  morning  in  the 
Connaught  Library,  Parliament  Build- 
ings. Judging  by  the  statements  of 
memberships  in  some  of  the  towns 
far  in  the  interior  of  the  Province, 
the  propaganda  is. splendidly  organ- 
ised for  stimulating  the  imagination 
and  sympathies  of  people  who  come 
little  in  contact  with  Jack  Tar  except 
in  the  scant  newspaper  reports  of 
navy  movements. 

Mr.  Arthur /Coles,  president  of  the 
British  Columbia  Division,  presided 
over  the  meeting  as  chairman,  and 
the  visitors  were  welcomed  by  Sir 
Frank  Barnard: 

"It  gives  me  very  great  pleasure  to 
welcome  you'  to  Victoria  and  to  be 
able  to  congratulate  and  to  compli- 
ment you  upon  the  interest  you  are

League  of  Canada  since  ite  formal 
organisation  last  February  was  briefly 
hinted  In  the  report  given  by  the  Pro- 
vincial secretary-treasurer.  Mr.  H.  J. 
Davia  A  reeume  of  the  moneys  allo- 
cated by  the  Dominion  at  that  time 
WBS  given:  $100,000  had  been  voted 
for  the  building  of  ah  Institute  at 
Halifax;  126,000  for  relief  cases  in 
Canada:  $10,000  for  equipment  of 
Boys'  Naval  Brigades.  The  su:a  of 
two  thousand  pounds  per  month  had 
been  allocated  to  the  English  societies 
for  the  care  of  seamen  there. 

Of  the  establishment  of  the  League 
in  British  Columbia  Mr.  Davis  also 
spoke,  paying  a  special  tribute  to 
what  had  been  done  by  Mrs.  Nerout- 
sos  as  organizing  secretery,  who^had 
personally  conducted  the  organisation 
of  the  fifteen  Provincial  brancbos. 

The  cooperation  of  the  I.O.D.B.  had 
also  been  greatly  appreciated,  and 
Mrs.  Henry  Croft,  Provincial  presi- 
dent of  the  Order,  who  was  present, 
assured  the  meeting  of  their  contin- 
ued support  and  help. 

Importance  of  Sea-Power 

"One  of  the  things  for  which  we  as 
a  Lieague  muat  work,"  aaid  Mr.  B.  J. 
Leveson,  preeldent  of  the  Vnncfifivtr 
branch,  "must  be  not  just  the  nuctbuji 
of  a  navy,  but  the  education  of  every 
boy  and  girl,  of  every  man  and  ^o- 
man,  to  a  sense  of  the  Importence  of 
sea-power.  This  should  be  one  of  the 
main  objecte  of  the  Navy  Lea^ruo  of 
Canada." 

This  speaker  bore  out  the  very  gen- 
eral opinion  that  the  ladies  were  do- 
ing a  great  work  in  co-operating  with 
the  movement.  Speakiiig  of  Vancou- 
ver's needs  In  the  way  of  aallors'  In- 
stitutes, Mr.  Leveson  said  that  it  was 
much  to  be  regretted  that  with  her 
wonderful  harbor  and  the  many  ships 
which  cast  anchor  there  there  were 
only  two  small  Institutes. 

"And  yet  the  teraptetlons  for  sail- 
ors and  seamen  are  worse  there  than 
in  Bombay."  he  claimed. 

Why  Accept  Help 

Mr.  F.  A.  McDlarmid  was  not  the 
only  person  at  the  meeting  who  was 
opposed  to  the  acceptenoe  by  Canada 
from  the  Old  Country  'of  help  for  the 
Seamen's  and  Sailors'  Institutes  here. 
Canada  should  be  able  to  carry  on  her 
own  work,  particularly  at  a  time  like 
this,  when  Brltein  could  ill  afford  to 
shoulder  any  responsibility  beyond 
her  own  shores 

This  speaker  gave  t|^e  history  of 
the  Institutes  in  ViotorU,  ulUmately 
disclosing  something  of  ..the  great 
work  of  relief  which  is  carried  on 
through  these.  To  the  men  of  one 
vessel  which  was  in  here  some  time 
ago  the  Institute  had  given  700  beds; 
tubercular  cases  had  been  cared  for, 
sailors'  wives  looked  after,  and 
meals  given.  This  had  all  gone  on 
quietly  and  unobstruslvely. 

Of  the  progress  of  the  Boys'  Bri- 
gade he  also  spoke,  and  a  brief  dis- 
cussion of  the  training  possibilities 
was  token  up  to  introduce  the  ques- 
tion to  the  meeting.  Some  of  the 
visiting  delegates  were  quite  ap- 
parently surprised  at  the  work  which 
had  been  accomplished  along  these 
lines  already. 

Victoria's  membership,  Mr. 'McDlar- 
mid told  the  meeting,  now  totelled 
1$2.  Including  three  life  members, 
twenty-seven  junior  members  and 
nine  associate. 

^,  New  Westminster 

The  branch  at>  New  Westminster 
reported  through  Mr.  W.  S.  Colllster, 
who  referred  to  the  help  which  they 
were  receiving  from  one  of  their 
I.O.D.B.  branches.  Prince*^  Rupert  re- 
ported through  Major  McMullIn,  who 
seemed  to  think  that  the  port  which 
he  represented  had  not  arrived  at  a 
point  where  the  formation  of  a  sea- 
men's Institute  was  advisable.  They 
would  wait  until  sea-going  Tessels 
made  the  port  of  more  importence, 
but  they  "had  cleared  the  decks  and 
were  ready  for  action." 

The  Nanaimo  branch  already  had 
slx(y-flve  members  and  three  life 
members,  and  although  they  were  not 
a  "regular  seaport  town."  they  were 
planning  through  their  organisation 
to  give  entertainmente  for  the  boys 
who  had  occasion  to  stop  off  there 
even  for  only  a  few  hours  while  the 
veesels  were  loading  or  unloading 
cargo.  Mr.  H.  S.  Dunbar  brought  the 
report  of  the  Kamloops  branch,  stgt- 
Ing  that  they  had  forty  members  asd 
hoped  to  have  more,  aad  that  despite 
the  fact  that  the  city  wae  bending  all 
Ite  energies  in  Red  Cross  and  other 
patriotic  work  already  he  felt  that 
they  would  be  able  to  stimulato  Inter- 
est In  the  Navy  League  movement 
still  farther.

Tha  Court  of  Appeal  decided  ttn> 
animously  yesterday  morning  that  tha 
Dominion  regulations  in  respect  to 
prohibition  do  not  interfere  with  or 
supersede  tha  Provincial   legislation. 

Hon.  J.  W.  deB.  Farris,  Attorney- 
Oeneral,  and  Deputy  Attorney-Gen- 
eral  A.  M.  Johnson  appeared  before 
the  court  and  argued  that  the  Feder- 
al Order-ln-CouncIl  passed  on  March 
11,  which  provides  a  leaaer  penalty 
for  a  breach  of  the  prohibition 
statutes  than  tha  Provlpclal  Act.  la 
aupplementary  to  the  measurea  that 
have  been  in  effect  in  Britiah  Colum- 
bia since  October.  1917. 

The  court  was  composed  of  Chief 
Justice  Macdonald,  Mr.  Justice  Martin, 
Mr.  Justice  McPhilllps  and  Mr. 
Justice  Eberts. 

Reference  was  made  to  them  to 
test  the  validity  of  the  British  Co- 
lumbia Act  In  view  of  the  recent  de- 
cision of  Judge  Cayley  in  Vancouver, 
when  he  disallowed  the  six  months' 
jail  sentence  Imposed  on  a  man  named 
Edwards  for  breaking  the  Provincial 
law,  calling  %r  a  penalty  of  not  less 
than  six  months'  Imprisonment  and 
not  more  than  twelve  for  Illegal  sale 
of  intoxicants  for  the  first  offence.  The 
Dominion  regulations  provide  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  1200  and  not  exceed- 
ing $1,000  for  the  first  offence,  with 
a  six  months'  Jail  term  for  the  second. 
Judge  Cayley  held  that  the  Federal 
law  was  paramuont. 

By  reversing  the  Vancouver  judge's 
decision  the  Court  of  Appeal  has  es- 
tablished a  principle  to  govern  fur- 
ther litigation  of  a  similar  nature,  al- 
though Mr.  Farrls  has  Informed  The 
Colonist  that  It  will  not  affect  the 
case  of  Edwards,  who  remains  free. 

MEETS  DEATH  IN  FALL 
NTO  VESSEL'S  HOLD 


Robert  Haddow,  Pipe-Fitter, 
Fatally  Injured  While  at 
Work  on  Vessel  at  Ogden 
Point  Assembling  Plant. 


You  Pay  Nothing  Down  on 
This  Columbia  Grafonola 


Injuries  received  from  falling  Into 
the  hold  of  the  War  Selkirk,  one  of 
the  vessels  being  fitted  with  machin- 
ery at  the  Imperial  Munitions  Board's 
assembling  plant  at  Ogden  Point  yes- 
terday morning,  resulted  in  the  death 
of  Robert  Haddow,  aged  4*8,  at  St. 
Joseph's  Hospital  at  noon,  a  short 
time  after  he  was  taken  to  that  In- 
stitution. In  his  fall  he  susUIned  a 
fracture  of  the  skull,  and  though 
everything  possible  was  done  to  save 
his  life,  he  never  regained  conscious- 
ness. 

Haddow  was  engaged  as  plumber  by 
Leek  A  Co,  of  Vancouver,  which  con- 
cern Is  filling  a  contract  for  ptpe  fit- 
tings on  the  steamships  having  en- 
gines installed  at  the  assembling 
plant.  He  was  working  In  the  for- 
ward hold  of, the  War  Selkirk,  when 
he,  in  some  Rianner.  lost  his  balance 
and  was  precipitated  into  the  hold. 
No  one,  apparently,  saw  the  accident 
and  it  was  not  until  some  workmen 
engaged  nearby  heard  groans  from 
the  hold  and  investigated  that  the 
man's  unconscious  body  was  found. 
While  Haddow  was  being  raised  to 
the  deck  medical  aid  waa  aummonad. 
Dr.  Lennox  responding  to  the  call. 
In  the  police  ambulance  Haddow  waa 
rushed  to  the  hospIUI. 

The  late  Mr.  Haddow  was  born  In 
Glasgow,  coming  here  with  his  family 
seven  years  ago.  He  leaves  to  mourn 
his  loss  a  widow  and  three  children, 
two  daughters  and  one  son,  residing 
at   1128    Burdett  Avenue. 

Pending  the  arrival  here  of  a 
brother  from  Tacoma,  funeral  ar- 
rangements will  not  be  made.  The 
body  Is  lying  at  the  Sands  Funeral 
establishment. 

REUT1VES  KILLED       > 
IN  MOTOR  ACCIDENT 

Mrs.  Anthony  Allen,  1418  Fell 
Btreet,  has  received  the  news  of  tha 
tragic  death  of  her  brother.  Mr.  John 
Carleton.  of  Moose  Jaw.  Sask.,  and 
her  sister,  Mrs.  John  Harrison,  of 
'Ripley,  Ont.,  in  a  motor  car  accident 
half  a  mile  east  of  Moose  Jaw  last 
SatllNay  afternoon,  when  a  C.P.R. 
train  crashed  into  the  car  In  which 
they  were  riding.  A  third  victim  of 
the  tragedy,  another  sister,  Mrs. 
Smith,  of  Samis,  Ont.,  ia  reported  to 
be  at  death's  door,  little  hope  being 
held  out  for  her  recovery. 

The  two  women  had  been  visiting 
their  brother  at  "Primrose  Karra," 
five  mllea  east  of  Moose  Jaw.  and  at 
the  time  of  the  accident  Mr.  Carle- 
ton  was  driving  them  to  the  terminal 
centre  to  take  the  Westbound  train 
for  the  Coast,  where  they  expected 
to  vlalt  their  sister.  Mrs.  Harrlaon'a 
death  was  instantaneous  and  her 
brother  died  nearly  24  hours  later 
from  the  injuries  he  received  In  tha 
oolllalon.

With  twO'More  r«tuni«4  •oldtera 
Intent  upon  voicing  their  dlsMnt  at 
Major  Laacloy.  Liberal  candidate  in 
ttie  preaeat  by-eleetlon.  ofterins  him- 
self ae  a  returned  etidler  repreaent- 
ative,  ezpreaein*  their  opinlona  on 
the  atutude  of  the  present  Liberal 
Oovarnment  with  regard  to  the  men 
back  from  the  flrins  line,  and  gener- 
ally determined  to  take  charge  of 
the  meeting.  tl)e  Uberal  Catherine 
held  at  the  Prinoeea  Thaatre  list 
nlKht.  the  first  in  the  intereate  of 
Major  Liansley  to  be  held  in  the 
campaign,  developed  into  one  of  the 
most  ezciUnv.  and,  a|  Umes  actuaUy 
riotous,  of  mny  poMUcal  Catherine 
lever  held  in  Victoria.  At  timeli 
pandemonium  reicned.  and  while  for 
three  hours  the  proceedlnce  de- 
veloped into  a  cross  fire  between  the 
speakers  on  the  platform  and  the  re- 
turned men  in  the  audience,  durlnc 
which  those  who  came  merely  aa 
spectetors  thorouchly  enjoyed  the 
proceedinc".  caucht  bbre  and  there 
the  cl>t  of  the  arcument  advanced 
by  the  speakers,  and  carried  away 
a  ceneral  idea  that  the  returned  men. 
when  they  make  up  their  minds  to  be 
heard  In  their  own  cause,  can  c^ner- 
ally  succeed  in  doinc  eo. 

Mr.  J.  B.  Wamicker,  chairman, 
early  saw  the  futility  of  attemptinc 
to  obtain  order,  and  after  the  first 
hour  he  sat  and  allowed  matters  to 
take  their  own  sweet  course.  Pre- 
mier OUver  and  Attomey-Oeneral 
Parrla  *•*"**  Jp  f"^  most  of  _the 
heck  line,  and  both,  even  with  the  ax- 
pedient  of  shoutinc  at  the  top  of 
their  voices  and  steaming  ahead  with 
their  arguments  despite  the  con- 
stant Interruptions,  found  It  utterly 
impossible  to  give  any  connected  ex- 
position of  the  policies  of  the  Gov- 
ernment. 

Major  Langley  was  accused  by 
Sergeant  Ault.  who  persisted  on  Uk- 
ing  the  platform,  and  despite  the 
protests  from  the  chairman,  of  hav- 
ing first  sought  the  honor  of  be- 
coming candidate  of  the  returned 
men.  and.  not  Iwirlng  secured  it,  of 
having  accepted  The  Liberal  Support, 
a  stetement  which  was  supported 
from  the  body  of  the  hall  by  a  iWr 
of  disapproval  of  his  (Major  Liang- 
ley'it)   alleged  action. 

Major  L«.ngley  denied  the  charge 
point  blank,  but  his  denial  was  the 
signal  for  another  outburst  and 
cries,  "Tou  did.  Tou  tried  to  split 
the  soldier  Vote,  to  throw  us  down." 
"Ar'nt  we  good  enough  for  you?" 

The  Major  did  not  improve  the 
general  temper  of  the  retijmed  men 
when  he  stated,  as  a  retort  to  re- 
marks from  the  audience  and  the 
constent  Interruptions:  "I  think  some 
of  these  men  must  have  been 
coached  by  Hawthornthwalte,  the 
man  who  did  so  much  for  his  coun- 
try by  holding  a  power  of  attorney 
for  Von  Alvensleben.  a  statement 
that  "created  a  veritable  riot. 

Premier  Oliver  spent  considerable 
time  trying  to  tell  the  meeting  of  the 
success  of  his  negotiations  whereby 
rails  will  bo  forthcoming  to  permit  of 
the  construction  of  the  C.N.R.  line  of 
Vancouver  Island  from  Victoria  Into 
the  great  spruce  belt  in  the  Nitlnat 
district.  He  made  the  announcement 
that  within  a  week  there  will  be  a  car- 
load of  steel  delivered  in  Vancouver 
Island  to  start  the  construction  of  the 
line. 

"This  Is  the  best  new  Victoria  has 
had  in  many  a  long  day,"  declared  the 
Premier,  amid  cheers,  and  he  predict- 
ed that  before  the  next  general  elec- 
tions the  very  boys  who  were  now 
shouting  against  him  and  the  Govern- 
ment would  be  shouting  as  loudly  for 
them. 

Major  Langley  had  supporting  him 
on  the  platform  besides  the  Premier 
and  Attorney-General  Farrls,  Hon.  Dr. 
MacLean,  Minister  of  Education,  who 
received  the  best  hearing  of  ttie  night, 
and  Mr.  H.  C.  Hall,  M.P.P.  Others  on 
the  platform  were  Hon.  John  Hart, 
Minister  of  Finance,  and  Mr.  Ganrga 
Bell,  M.P.P.,  but  they  did  not  speak. 
The  theatre  waa  well  filled,  probably 
260  being  present,  of  whom  a  con- 
siderable proportion  were  returned 
men  or  their  sympathizers. 

Mr.  Wamicker  professed  to  see  in 
the  principles  of  Liberalism  those 
principles  which  have  ever  meant  the 
emancipation  of  the  human  race.  Ha 
declared  Premier  Oliver,  so  far  as  ha 
could  see,  is  a  man  who  expressed  all 
the  best  in  Liberal .  principles. 

"You've  got  rotten  eyesight,"  came 
from  the  rear  of  the  hall,  and  the 
meeting  roared. 

Mr.  H.  O.  HaU,  M.P,P. 

Mr.  H.  C.  Hall  had  barely  announo« 
ed  that  he  Vould  be  brief  in  his  re- 
marks, when  a  voice  Interjected.  "Too 
would  make  a  good  soldier."  Mr.  Hall 
retorted  with  heat,  that  he  had  tried  a 
number  of  times  to  join  up.  but  had 
been  rejected,  and  he  had  4ven  offered 
to  undergo  a  serious  operation,  but 
waa  told  he  wvuld  be  turned  down. 
"It's  pretty  hard  to  teunt  a  man  with 
lack  of  patriotism  when  he  did  his 
best  to  go,"  he  declared  with  aaperity 
and  amid  cheers. 

Mr.  Hall  contrasted  pondltiona  to- 
day with  those  that  axisl^  befdre  the 
Government  took  offic«,%rh«n  there 
waa  an  empty  traasury,  a  railroad 
controlled  Govarnmaat,  and  "a  gang  of 
politicians  subaeniant  to  the  Inter- 
ests." He  pointed  to  the  great  aftort 
of  the  Govammant  to  remova  the 
drain  created  by  the  railway  policy  of 
the  late  adnUalstratlon,  a  drain  which 
la  being  gradnalty  removed.  But  aa 
the  result,  of  the  poiiclea  laltlatad  by 
the  present  OoTammant.  ha  said,  tha 
Mainland  and  Vaaootnrar  Island  are 
throbbing  with  Ufa,  new  induatrlas 
are  being  initiated,  and  the  day  was 
near  whan  a  prosperous  Proviroe 
woald  afford  avary  opportunity  for 
tha  ratomad  man.  He  pointed  to  the 
great  akratsdcal  position  of  Victoria

Hon.  Dr.  Maclean  went  at  length 
ln«i9  tha  work  of  his  department  In

Ha  touched  upon 
health  matters,  referred  to  tha  tra- 
mandoua  iacreaaa  In  tha  death  rate 
from  tubarculoais,  whleh  In  part  ha 
blamed  the  lack  of  Intelligent  Inter- 
est ahewn  by  tha  late  Oovarnment.

Major  Lan^y's  Beoeption 

To  say  that  it  was  a  mixed  recep- 
tion wliioh  Major  Langley  recelvfd  is 
putting  It  mildly.  Crlea  of  "camou- 
flage" and  "a  would-be  returned  sol- 
dier," and  "Wf  don't  want  him  and 
wont  have  him."  came  hurtling  from 
all  parte  of  the  theatre  and  the 
Major  made  his  initial  public  bow 
to  the  electors.  The  chairman  at- 
tempted to  explain  that  the  meeting 
was  a  Liberal  one  solely  and  the  hall 
paid  for  by  the  Liberals,  an  an- 
nouncement which  waa  greeted  by 
ironical  crlea. 

"Look  here,  boys,  play  the  game. 
Tou  ara  doing  no  good  for  your' 
cauae,"  commenced  the  Liberal  can- 
didator  but  his  volea  waa  di  owned  by 
a  storm  of  cat  calls,  hisses  and  Jeer- 
ing. A  soldier  appealed  for  a  fair 
bearing  for  the  Major,  who,  he  aug- 
geated.  could  be  "roasted"  after  he 
finished  his  speech,  but  the  sugges- 
tion was  not  headed,  and  Major 
Langley  was  bombarded  with  ques- 
tions as  to .  why  the  Uberals  brought 
him  out  and  how  he  dared  to  speak 
for  the  returned  soldiers. 

"These  interruptions  don't  worry 
me.  t  know  where  they  come  from, 
and  you  will  later  on,"  Major  Langley 
aald,  as  he  steted  the  last  tlma  ha 
had  addressed  a  Victoria  audience  waa 
aix  years  ago  at  a  meeting  of  tha 
Army  and  Navy  League.  He  appear- 
ed before  the  electors  as  a  candidate 
for  three  chief  objecte.  flrst.  the  solu- 
tion of  the  returned  soldier  problem; 
second,  the  fostering  and  promoting 
of  industries  and  in  the  intereata  of 
British  Columbia  In  general  and  of 
Victoria  in  particular;  tHIrd.  tha  rec- 
ognition in  Canada  of  the  poattion 
Victoria  justly  ahould  hold.  He  de- 
^ared  that  notwlthstondlng  what 
might  be  said,  he  stood  absolutely  for 
a  square  deal  for  the  returned  solr 
dier.  The  great  majority  of  the  peo- 
ple of  the  city,  he  believed,  are  deter- 
mined the  men  bock  from  the  front 
should  get  a  square  deaL    < 

"Tou  dota't  know  what  you  ara 
telktng  about.  You're  no  returned 
soldier,"  came  from  the  audience. 

"The  question  is  how  we  can  best 
attain  that  object"  started  Major 
Langley  again. 

"Why,  put  in  a  real  returned  sol- 
dierT"  crifed  a  voice,  amid     an     out- 
burst of  clieers.  ' 
ITnder  liiberal  C<dor 

Major  Langley  declared  himself  to 
be  a  Liberal  and  proud  of  It.  He 
believed  In  a  man  sailing  under  his 
true  colon  and  not  seeking  to  travel 
under  the  unsullied  banner  of  the  re- 
turned soldier,  a  statement  which 
brought  forth  another  outburst  and 
the  sally,  -'What  arc  you  there  for 
then?  Tou  are  posing  as  a  returned 
soldier." 

Aa  for  h!s  career  as  a  soldier,  t«Jd 
Major  Langle.v,  he  proposed  to  tell 
the  facts.  He  left  Victoria  with  the 
02nd  Battellon  tui  company  comman- 
der, and  in  Kngland  the  battalion  was 
broken  up  and  with  two  other  offlcern 
he  went  along  to  France  with  a  draft 
of  the  2tth  as  an  attached  super- 
numerary officer.  After  that  he  waa 
appointed  paymaster  of  the  1st  Can- 
adian SItrnil  Company. 

"What  engagemente  were  you  in?" 
came  the  shouted  query. 

"I  don't  pretend  to  have  seen  as 
much  active  service  as  many,  but  I 
have  seen  a  good  deal  more  than 
many  a  returned  man  here  tonight," 
retorted  the  Major.  "A  good  many 
returned  men  here  have  never  beeh 
In  France,  ami  thev  are  the  worst 
kickers,"  ho  iraid.  He  believed  that 
the  more  returned  men  are  token 
Into  the  ■^gislature  the  better  the  In- 
terests of  the  men  will  ba.  considered. 
But  any  plan  that  will  be  of  benflt 
to  the  man  will  ba  of  little  value  that 
does  not  also  Have  in  view  the  pros- 
parity  of  the  wkoJe  Province  and 
country,  he  opined.  "I  have  good 
reason  to  know  what  the  men  go 
through  at  thc^  front  I  am  deter- 
mined to  soe  that  they,  get  a  fair 
deal."  "Hot  air"  waa  not  one  of  his 
shortcomings.  Major  Langley  declared 
in  pointed  reference  to  some  of  the 
frequent  interruptions  he  (had|  to 
auffer.

Sergeant  Ault,  a  returned  man  sUIl 
wearing  a  cane  and  with  two  wound 
stripes  upon  his  sleeve,  was  not  sche- 
duled as  a  speaker  and  tha  spaetacle 
of  Ms  form  coming  up  ov«r  tha  foot- 
lights waa  not  gr«>ated  with  any  par- 
ticular degrea  of  favor  from  the 
chalrmaa,  but  as  he  mounted  tha 
platform  ha  waa  chsared  to  the 
ao»io  by  his  fellow  ratumed  men  in 
the  hall.  ,

The  Government  aprung  thia 
election."  "And  one  of  them  we  turn- 
ed over  to  the  returned  men,"  con- 
tinued the  Attorney-General.  "And 
we  paid  you  for  it,"  came  back  the 
quick  answer,  and  there  was  more  dis- 
turbance. 

y  For  the  whole  of  his  speech  the  At-^ 
tomey-General  spoke  at  the  Very  top 
of  hia  voice,  ignoring  interruptions 
which  came  thick  and  fast.  He  waxed 
Indignant  at  the  suggestion  that  he 
had  token  the  returned  men  off  the 
list,  stotlng  he  had  been  aaked  if  he 
could  Rend  a  returned  man  out  of  the 
city  to  toke  the  names  of  men  at  the 
hospitols.  and  he  had  replied  that  the 
stotute  did  not  permit  of  it.  He  claim- 
ed the  right  of  the  Government  to  pre- 
sent Ita  case,  and  declared  Major 
Langley  did  not  have  to  apologise  for 
running  as  a  Liberal  candidate,  for  he 
had  been  nominated  at  a  pro|>ar  Lib- 
eral convantlon  and  it  was  none  the 
less  to  his  honor  that  he  wore  the  uni- 
form. Mr.  Farria  referred  to  Mc 
Bowser's  opposition  to  the  Govern- 
ment. "Quito  right,  too,"  came  the 
answer.  "Bowser  la  a  wise  guy," 
amid  cheers.  _ 

Mr.  Farria  opined  Mr.  Bowser's  at- 
titude was  that  by  keeping  on  fighting 
some  time  the  opposition  would  get  in. 
But  such  toctlcs  were  simply  obstruct- 
ing the  policies  of  the  Government 
formulated  for  the  good  of  the  people. 
There  was  little  to  ba  gained,  Mr.  Far- 
ria  concluded,  however,  in  attocking 
Bowser.  ■         . 

"Leave  Bowser  ialona.  He's  no  worse 
than  the  rest  of  you  politicians,"  was 
the  advice  tendered  the  Attorney-Gen- 
eral from  the  rear. 

Most  of  the  Attomcy-aeneral's  time 
•was  token  up  by  pleading  for  a  fair 
hearing  and  dealing  with  the  platform 
of  Comrade  Glolma.  candidae  of  the 
returned  men.  Why  did  Comrade  Gl- 
olma promiae,  if  elected,  merely  to 
formulate  a  policy  for  the  returned 
men  ?  Was  he  not  prepared  to  go  fur- 
ther than  that?  Then  a  land  poUcy 
waa  promised  by  the  returned  soldier 
candidate,  but.  the  Aitomey-Ganaral 
said,  he  had  looked  for  something  def- 
inite, but  had  not  found  it.  He  could 
tell  them  what  the  Oovemment's  land 
policy  was.  but  the  interruptions  were 
8o  many. and  loud  thy  he  made  Uttle 
headway  and  he  declared.  "I  want  to 
tell  you  the  people  are  Interested  In 
our  policy  and  whether  you  want  It  or 
not  we  are  going  through  with  It"  He 
agreed  with  Comrade  Qlolma's  policy 
for  better  provision  for  widows  and 
dependente.  but  that  was,  be  said,  a 
matter  for  the  federal  government  It 
was  not  logical  to  put  .a  man  Into  the 
Provincial  Oppoaltlon  if  they  wanted  to 
light  Ottowa.  It  was  a  hard  fight  for 
the  Attomey-Oeneral  to  get  ahead  with 
his  exposition  of  the  policies  of  the  Oov. 
emment  and  his  eulogies  of  their  mer- 
its, and  he  sort  of  lost  patience  when 
he  llteraUy  howled:  "You  are  gettins 
a  pretty  good  Ulustration  tonight,  la- 
dies and  gentlemen,  of  how  they  (the 
Interrupters)  want  to  deal  wtih  these 
great  questions,  by  cat  calls  aad  boos." 
— and  there  waa  a  fresh  outbreak. 

Before  concluding  Hon.  Mr.  FSrrla 
referred  to  the  work  of  the  Labor  da- 
partment  under  Mr.  McNiven  and  made 
the  antiooncement  that  within  three 
weeks  tha  Minimum  Wage  Board  would 
be  constltnted  and  In  operation.  He 
painted  to  the  eight  hour  day  measure 
passed  at  the  last  session  and  promised 
Ite  extension  to  other  lines  of  labor. 
The  elcht  hour  dliy  in  the  coal  mines 
was  a  good  thing. 

"Tea,  for  the  aermaai^sad  Austrtans." 
came'  the  answer,  but  the  Attomey- 
Oeaeral  assorted  that  law  benefited 
l.dOO  to  10.490  whites  aad  only  some  700 
Orlentala  He  declared  if  any  alien  «i- 
emiea  were  la  the  mines  they  should  be 
Interned  by  the  federal  goremment 
"What  did  we  do  with  your  raselotioas." 
Mr.  V>Krrls  shouted.  "W*  appreved  of 
them  a«d  asat  them  oa  to  Ottowa.  But 
I  Waat  to  tell  you  that  Joka  Oliver  or 
no  other  premier  bad  got  to  stead  on 
the  steps  of  the  ParHaasent  Bulldlags 
aad  take  orders  from  retaraed  aoldiera 
or  anycme  else.

The  wisdom  of  tba  British  Colum- 
bia OoTemmeat  In  sslaetlns  aa  of- 
ficial represantatlva,  Ueut.  C.  U  Arm- 
strong of  Victoria,  was  axaappllfled 
by  tha  very  enthusiastic  reoeptlon  ao- 
oord«4  him.  President  Pidceoo,  in 
Introducinv  Lieut.  Armstrohs.  re- 
ferred in  clowlas  terms  to  the  pat- 
riotism of  British  Columbia  and  also 
to  the  fact  that  U  was  British  Colum- 
bia that  first  introduced  him  'Mr.
